The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
references of record neither reveal nor render obvious a method of manufacturing a 
microwave filter involving encapsulation of a ceramic insert by adding molten metal to a 
die in the recited manner. 

U.S. Patent 4,502,932 to Kline presents a method of fabricating an acoustic wave 
resonator. U.S. Patent 4,523,162 to Johnson shows a method for making microwave 
circuit devices. U.S. Patent 5,682,674 to Yamazaki et al shows a method of 
manufacturing a dielectric filter. U.S. Patent 5,815,900 to Ichikawa et al describes a 
method of making a SAW module. U.S. Patent 5,892,419 to Kotanen discloses a 
method for manufacturing filters with resonators. U.S. Patent 6,349,454 to Manfra et 
al presents a method of making thin film resonators. U.S. Patent 6,839,946 to 
Ylilammi et al shows a method for making an acoustic wave resonator. IEEE article 
"Ceramic Synthetic Substrates Using Solid Freeform Fabrication" to Chappell et al 
describes methods of manufacturing filters with resonators.
